Yesterday a signal honor was oon- 
forred upon McGIIl University when 
John Colborno Farthing, Arts '21, 
wsa elected Rhodes Sobolar by the 
Province of Quebec. Iluthing has 
been a prominent figure in college 
affairs, and has aohloved for himself 
an «nvlablo reputation both as â 
student, an athlete and a leader in 
student affairs, and his many friends 
at college are naturally dellghled 
at the honor which htm been con* 
ferred on him. 

Farthing is the youngeat son of 
Bishop Farthing of Montreal, and 
was born at Woodstock, Ont, on tho 
18th March, 1897. He attended 
Lower Canada Collego from 1909 to 
19H, and «arly showed his athletic 
prowess, earning a place on the local 
Rchoors football and hockey teams. 
In addition ho took an active part in 
track and field sports, and still holds 
the Lower Canada College records 
for low hurdles, which he ran In 16*. 
flat, and the broad Jump record of 
21 fe«t 2 Inohes. 

Thai hia 8ctlvltl«« were not con- 
fined to the field of sport, however, 
is shown by the fact that he was 

msa-Bfiy<Ariiis'ihShooi In 1913-14, i^ 

which year he matrlcularted into Mc- 
Qlll with the class of Arts '18. Dur- 
ing bis first year be was president of 
'hlt-'fiiri'-anil asaln oeeupied this 
position during his sophomore year. 
Like many others, his studies were 
Interrupted by the war, an.d JacK 
left at Christmas, 'IG, with the 66Ui 
Uattery, with which unIL he served 
overseas until June, 1919, as a non- 
commlssioiied officer. During that 
'ilme"h'é. took paH in several of the 
heavy enga^emeiits . in which tho 
Canadian Corps was ueod, and was 
offered a commifwion Just before the 
cessation of hostilities. 
„. Qa.hls return to college, with the 
blass-of Arts '21, Farthing was again 
elected president of his year, and 
among other offices ho held ths 
pnwldcncy of tho CoIIoro Literary 
and IX'batlng Stn-lety. Ho is at pree- 
j fut in his senior year and holds tho 
offices of president of the Arts Un- 
dergraduates' Society, president -of 
the Canadian Club and l.O.D.U.L. of 
tho Literary and Debating .Society. 

UesldeH all these offlcM, Jack also 
r<»contIy distinguished himself at 
Toronto during the Intercollegiate 
Track Meet, when he captained , the 
i McOill track team and won the inoiit- 
sénsktlbual victory of the day n-hen 
he defeaited Carnithenf, the crack 
•Varsity hurdler, in the t>ecord tlmt 
of 16 2-6 sees. 

From what has been said of his 
record, it must be evident to all that 
Farthing oombines all the qualities 
wibieh'one has conie'ib associate with 
Rhodes Scholars, and that to a re* 
mark-^ble extent. His gift for public 
speaking Is well known, and the 
leading' part which he took In . last 
year's Mock Parliament has eug- 
K«sled to 'several of his friends that 
Jack's futtire lies in public life. At 
Oxford, Farthing will take up 
Political Science subjects, and there 
is no doubt that b« will continue to 
«ov«r himself with honora in the 
future as hé has done in the past.

Undergrad Socleity wsis hold 
last night with a record attendance 
of 146. Aftec^tbe business of the 
meeting had been discussed, the 
most important of which seemed to 
be the matter of a Medical Dance, 
Sir Andrew Macphail, the speaker ot 
the evening, was called upon to de- 
liver his addres.s. He chose ss hlâ 
subject "Tho History of Treatment of 
Woundfl," and very eloqueiitly dis- 
cussed all the Important advancoii 
In surgery from the time of Hippo- 
crates to the present. He strongly 
emphasised the work of Lord Lister, 
who first déihonatrated to the surgi- 
cal |vorld that' asepsis was the 
foundation of suoceesfiil operating. 
Up to the latter part of the 19tb 
ctntury very little was known of In- 
fection by bacteria, but due lo Lister 
and Pasteur all the old theories of 
the healing of wounds were over- 
thrown. Thus, tho aseptic surgery 
of the present day can be traced back 
to the days that Lord Lister spent 
doing bis epoch-maklag work in the 
UnlA^ersity of Glasgow. . 

Sir Andrew's address was greatly 
appreciated by all present, and a 
hearty volo of thanks was tendered 
him by Mr. D. Learoyd. After tha 
case report waa discussed the meet. 
Ing adjourned.

Football has been played in all 
Scandinavia for many years now, and 
Denmark held bentelf to be tba second 
greatest playing country In Europe 
until the Seventh Olympiad, with 
England in the leAd. And up to the 
same period no note of profesaionaJi- 
Ism had crept in. . This Is all cbaagod. 
Norway defeated the English team 
and Spain the Danish, while the 
Olympic team from Sweden is charged 
with professionalism. Theae ar« algns 
of the times. . • 

Ja Denmark the chlaf football teams 
are to be found in Copenhagen. 
Nearly one-fourth of the population 
lives in that city. Each country town, 
however, has Its own oqe or two clubs, 
which are recruited nowadays from 
the boys who have Just left school, 
since the game has beeome very pop- 
ular In the BCboola of all grades. In- 
tor'town. Inter-club, and Inter- school, 
matches (ire played and, hi«(be>r in tho 
scheme, Inter-provinflal and Inter- 
national matehea alao. Few clubs 
have 'htir own grounda. and most 
matchca ai-e played on tho pubMc re- 
creation grounds. In Coponbager.- on 
a recent .s. rday, for example, no less 
than 26 matches were played, and as 
the grounds would not permit it 
otherwise th^y were played at various 
hour^-10, 11, 11.30. 12. 12.30, 1, 2, 3. 
and 3,16. These matches ranged from 
cbaraplonship to fourth-eleven class. 

There are five " champion " Uams, 
the university ("AkadamI"), Koben- 
havn Boldklub. ;Boldklub of 1903, 
Boldklub of 1893, and "Fram:" Then 
come the "A" class teams, the best 
of which m^y play themselves Into 
the championship class at the expense 
of tho worst " champion " team, one 
at a time. They are the Y.M.C.A. 
(K.F.U.M.)' Osterbro Boldklub, and 
Berup. Since the commencement of 
the present season, AkadamI has de- 
feated Odenso Boldkhtb 6 to 1 and 
Kabenhavn 6 to 3. In a cup tie with 
Boldklub 1903, the holders of the cup, 
neither side could get ahead after 30 
minutes extra time, and the game was 
left drawn, 1 to 1. 

Boldklub 1893 have reached tho 
semi-final round of the Copenhagen 
cup through a victory of 7 to 0 over 
Borup. Their next opponents are 
Frem, and Frem have already lost to 
thero^ln a league m,atch by 3 to 0, as 
weîîTav to BoldUub. 1903 by 3 to 1. 
Among other , gapes that have taken 
place, Frem Jia^v'e . defeated Osterbro 
2 to 0, Kobenheivn have also defeated 
Osterbro 4 to 1, and in a couple uf 
games between Danish and Swedish 
teams, Kobenhavn have drawn with 
Goteberg 3 to 0, and Boldklub 1903 
have defeated Helslngbor 2 to 0.

The Um Of Beference Books. 

Apart from their use for general 

reartinB, the roFonrrcs of the Library 
may be considered as a large working 
collaction of reference material. 

The posslblllUes of tho Ilcdpath 
Library from this point of vle)v are 
being more widely recognized, as Is 
proved by continual inquiries for In- 
formation on the part of outsiders. 
Newspapers, business firms, banks, 
and railway offices havo found it 
worth while to come to the Library 
for information not obtainable elee- 
wbera. 

Students will find It a very great 
advantage to become familiar as early 
as possible In their course with tho 
outstanding works in the chief classes 
for reference books. As an aid to 
this end a few suggestions may be 
given for guidance. It is to bo re- 
mém^red that the subject is practi- 
cally Inexbaustible — whole libraries 
are sometimes given up" merely to the 
housing of reference books— and that, 
therefore, only a few outstanding 
points can be touche^l upon in this 
column. 

A reference book is one that can be 
consulted for specific informatloiî on 
definite subjects rather than for read- 
ing from cover to cover. Its Informa- 
tion' is, therefore, usually arriAiTed 
with a view to ease in finding definite 
facts— tho datps of an author, the 
meaning of a technical term, the de- 
tails of a Bcicntific process, economic 
facts regarding a foreign country, the 
works of a painter, ett; / 

The Inquirer should make a habit 
of becoming familiar with the Infor- 
jmatlon given on tho title pages and 
prefaces of books' of reference,. for 
here be wilPflndx some indication, of 
the authority of an editor or, compiler, 
the date of publication (particularly 
uaeful^ln the case of recent scientific 
information), sugRestion.i of the scope 
or limitationB of the book in question, 
and occasionally an indication of .a 
restriction of point of view or a bias 
(occasionally in the càse of philoso- 
phical and religious reference books). 

The material In many books of re- 
ference Is arranged alphabetically 
under topics or titles of subjects. 
Such publications, therefore, to be 
consulted In' tbs same way- as' a^ele- 
phone directory, and usually no index 
is necessar}'. Other works, on tho 
contrary, contain much Information 
that can be found OBfly by using tho 
Index, which may be printed' either at 
the end of a volume or In the last 
volume of a set When there is an 
index,' use it. To disregard it always 
Involves both loss of time and loss of 
material. When possible, al>vays iiso 
the last edition of a reference book.
